But I hope that now such 
clarifications would be necessary or me be called upon to answer. I wish to let my books do the 
talking. This is because I am not a very good speaker in public, and even in the creation of 
Videos that I attempted over the past year to develop my websites. I am good at writing. For I 
allow truth to just flow into my mind at the appropriate time and this creates the works that | 
have been producing. 


So in what context am I using the words Samadhi and Mahasamadhi. I wish to make it clear at 
this point in time.

in General Discussion 


Hello there everyone. This is Shantanu Panigrahi here. Today is the 11th of November 2021. The 
time is 13.37 pm here in the United Kingdom. 


I am having a bit of a review because all my tasks are over. I have completed my studies and 
researches into the nature of Reality and have managed to navigate myself through that reality 
which I describe as being Brahma-Nature composed of sattvic, rajasic and tamasic guna 
interactions. It has taken me 24 years to fathom it all out and there has been terrible tussles with 
the State of the United Kingdom to let me pass my way through that so that | could study 
humanity and I could study Humanology and derive my own conclusions on what is existence 
for mankind. I have written 20 books of which some are just booklets or pamphlets whereas 
others are guite detailed accounts of all my studies and communications with various people 
over these 20 odd years, and these are all available if anybody would like to visit my website at 
the allurementofrealityinreview.com/shop, they are free to do so and purchase a copy of any of 
these materials that they would like. If you are a Member you can make a small donation and 
that would let me send you a coy of the particular material directly to you by email. 


So I have survived great odds over the past 24 years. | was not mentally ill but | had a deep 
compulsion to seek the truth and the truth was something that was sparked by awakenings in 
me through utterances and writings that | was doing while I was in the University of Greenwich 
which got me to a state that I virtually abandoned my scientific career and move on to find out 
whether there is a God or not who was the Higher Entity within my mind and body thatwas 
getting me to doing certain things. And the certain things were guite specific, and they were on 
reflection the Sudharshan Chakra of Sri Krishna because today I am at a point of total liberty, 
discharged by the mental health authorities after numerous years of having been kept in mental 
hospital on two occasions and kept in the Care in the Community provisions since 2008. I was 
discharged from all mental health monitoring and surveillance back to the GP Service although I 
am still taking my medications of risperidone, sertraline and depakote antipsychotic, 
antidepressant and moodstabilising agents as a precautionary measure from the point of view 
of the GP Surgery and my wife so that from what they consider to be the reality they do not want 
me to slide into paranoid schizophrenia and persistent delusional order or autism no matter 
how much I try to convince them that this is not going to happen because I am totally normal in 
total peace of mind and am looking forward to the rest of my life. 


So in that way I believe in the review of whatis sanatan dharma, that sanatan dharma is a real 
dharma and it is the eternal law of the universe. I worshipped Sri Krishna as God and with 
various technigues that I used that I described as being satya-advaita yoga to determine exactly 
what God has in store for me. And that led me to using a clock-checking mechanism because I 
wanted direct guestion and answer sessions with God. And they were productive in the early 
days, but they became haphazard later on and finally I took leave of God to find out my own path 
into my research. And this led to various technigues that I used to home in at Brahmo-advaita 
Vedanta, but that did not satisfy me because I was just reaching Brahman as Self or 
Consciousness. Brahman-Self was not realised by me as a real state of mind, and I then had to 
live my life in karma in Sanatan dharma yet again to discover what is the right duties and 
responsibilities of a citizen as a family member and as a person in global humanity in what he 
should spend his time on. I constructed the Conservative Libertarian Society as a global 
movement to set out the views of what Climate Change means to me in that it needs to 
incorporate the human dimension with the environmental and natural environment, all to be 


preserved as one in a holistic manner so that one part of it affects another part of it in deriving 
policies in politics that lead to a better world and lead in a comprehensive manner that will 
preserve the Environment and nurture the environment for it to be able to generate foods and 
services for us to live in. 


Of course, that means that I am totally peaceful person, I would not harm even a tiny insect, I do 
not harm a bacteria or virus. I am not going to take the booster jab for coronavirus unless it 
becomes mandatory. I took two shots of the Astrozeneca virus jab, and I got pain in my arm from 
that from what I could make out. So, I do not destroy even a bacteria or a virus. It is really against 
my innate nature to do so. They are all part of the environment. The Gaia hypothesis says that 
we are in a wholesome Nature where each part of it is inter-related to another part in the 
ecology of the Earth-Atmosphere system and that includes all the gases that ever erupted out of 
the volcanoes tocreat the environment, and allthe carbon dioxide, oxygen and nitrogen , the 
way they came about and what happened since in the creation of fossil fuels and such things 
that we are trying to reverse now in a very speedy manner that the Climate is not able to sustain 
without severe repercussions. My firm belief is that the Earth-Atmosphere system is a Gaia 
mechanism, and it will take its course if we humans do not do something to moderate our 
demands on Nature. So, I have said to the powers that be that we should curtail our demands 
and bring economic activity down to a lower level of expenditure for expenditures whether itis 
on coal or oil or uranium or solar power, or wind turbines, they are all expenditures in that they 
demand from Nature. They demand natural resources. And natural resources come from 
energy, energy comes from the environment. And it all gets used one way or the other. The only 
way forward is to reduce our demand so that we can find a sustainable manner of living as a 
global community where everything is in balance in Nature. Balance means total equilibrium. 
Economics is the key to it. 


From globalisation of capital there is 400 trillion pounds in circulation in the world economy all 
available from past investments and past human activities that is always available for 
investment in the future. Some years ago, I had said to the authorities that all the extra money 
should be converted into gold and buried deep in the underground for future generations or for 
never to be used again. And that was the only way we could bring a halt to the rampant usage of 
natural resources to protect the environment that causes Climate Change and global warming. 
And this remains my philosophy right now in the Conservative Libertarian Society that | am the 
only member of right now; and actually, I do not mind that because my job is to raise the issues 
and create the environment; create the education that is needed for people to take account of 
in the future. 


I am 65 years of age now and so I do not have much longer to live. So I do not wish to become 
active in any activism sense other that just pour out my thoughts born of deep knowledge, the 
knowledge that I have accumulated by the fact that the United Kingdom has been a heaven-sent 
opportunity for me in having educated me from the age of 15 to 40 and since then using the 
facilities that I have had (computer) at home to investigate all aspects of life by guizzing, probing 
and exposing the truth of how we humans live. So, I am grateful to the United Kingdom as I have 
said in the past, and not withstanding that | have said bad things to criminals for terrorising me 
incessantly to try and put a stop to my activities, when I used all kinds of bad names like 
madarchod, criminals, bastards, and other horrible names; they were instigating them to get me 
under attacks even more. But casting that aside I have said that I would never do anything to bite 
the hand that has fed me and my family for 48 years (my family for 35 years); and in that sense I 
am keeping guiet and waiting for my destiny.
